Arch, as P. Herbert, Frederick, Md. 
H e remained 
but a short time, and 
was not 
seen 
again 
until 
yesterday, 
morning about 9 o'clock, when 
two 
strange men brought him into the of. 
fice of the hotel and laid him on a set- 
tee. 


He was evidently ill and the police 
were notified and removed him to the 
Pennsylvania Hospital where he died 
shortly after 10 o'clock last night. 
He 
was treated by the physicians in charge 
for nai colic 
poisoning. 
He 
would 
give no statement, though conscious up 
to the time of his death, and the only 
mark of violence on his person was a 
slight bruise on the abdomen. 


From letters and papers found on 
his person he was identified as Peter 
H 
Feron, a 
priest stationed 
at 
the 
Jesuit college at Frederick, Md., and 
a portion of his priestly habilaments 
were found in a valise which he left at 
the hotel. 


Beyond the bruise on the abdomen 
the 
police 
officials have nothing on 
which to found a theory of foul play, 
but they have commenced 
investiga- 
tion 
and will endeavor 
to trace 
his 
movements from the time of leaving 
the hotel until he was brought 
back, 
and also to identify his two compan- 
ions. 


The dead man was ot rather hand- 
some 
presence 
and 
was evidently a 
man of 
more 
than 
ordinary 
mental 
ability. 
.The authorities of the institu- 
tion at Frederick were notified. 


John H, Fry, attorney for Alexan- 
der Craig, of Wakefield, Fulton town 
ship, Lancaster county, received a let- 
ter from the pension department 
Fri- 
day staling that Craig had been grant- 
ed a back pension of $10,250 and $72 
per month for the balance of his life. 


Craig is a colored 
man and 
serv- 
ed as a private in Company I, 3d Unit- 
ed Slates colored troops. 
In the en- 
gagement 
at 
Morris' 
Island, 
South 
Carolina, on August i , 1863, in which 
his regiment participated, a bomb burst 
above his head. 
The great noise 
so 
close to him caused a concussion ot the 
brain, which resulted in insanity a few 
years later. 
H e is now and has been 
for some time an inmate of the insane 
asylum at Harrisburg, with very little 
hope of his reason being restored. 


After his return from the war he fil- 
ed his application tor pension, and for 
nearly twenty years his family have 
been waiting for it. 
The pension com- 
missioner allows him 
$8 
per 
month 
from November i , 1865, to September 
12, 1879, and from the latter dale to 
the present time and for the balance 
of his life $72 per month. 


Craig's 
family have

sum and 
the 
monthly 
pension allowed will fix them comfort- 
ably in the future.

^ Boston harbor has a new lighthouse in- 
operation. 
It is on Deer Island. 
As a 
«ample of modern lighthouses it is well 
worth notice»

Deer Island Lighthouse, as it is officially- 
known, stands on the southern extremity 
of che spit that makes out to the south 
from Deer Island. 
The water is six feet 
deep around it. 


The foundation of the structure is a great 
cylinder of iron, resting in the sand, and 
securely anchored and protected by some 
thousands of yards of broken stone that 
have been dumped around it. 
This part 
of the structure is 30 feet in diameter. It. 
swells out, bell fjishion, at the top, where- 
is a wide promenade, protected by a. 
hand rail and covered by a roof. 
Above- 
this rises the tower proper, in the form 
of a truncated cone. 
There is a gallery 
around the top of the cone. 


The light itself is 57 feet above mean. « 
sea level. 
It is a fivti-wick lamp, and 
will illuminate an arc of the horizon be- 
ginning at a point on the horizon south- 
west by west -J- v? est around to a point, 
southeast by east (bearings taken from- 
seaward). 
In clear weather the light can: 
be seen 13 nautical miles away by a maui 
on a ship's deck 15 feet above 


The strength and cheapness of iron, 
and sleel make it certain that theso* 
metals will be used in the future in all 
lighthouses which, like this, are exposed 
to the assaults of the waves. 
The old- 
fashioned stone towers are more expensive- 
and less comfortable for the keepers and. 
in no way better than the iron towers.

black, the tower is brown, and the lami>' 
is black. 
The lamp shows a white light^ 
varied by a red ilash every thirty second*''

-and prayer. It was just §1. From that 
time on, he made money almost as fast as 
he could count it, until he bought from 
'-Commodore Garrison the control of the

miles long. He bought it "for fun," 
he has since said. Those 387 miles have 
up to this writing developed into 10,000 
miles. 


3Ir. Gould thinks that no man ought

- does not think that there can ever be an 
--aristocracy of wealth in this country. 
He thicks more of the self-make man 
than of the ready-made one.

Education is protection, he thinks. He 
is as tenacious as a blooded bull-dog 
Everyone that has tried to injure "him has 
got hurt. He rarely touches wine, anc 
never tobacco. He can get along with 


occasionally miles away when he Is talk- 
ing with him. Sir. Gould goes regularly 
o Dr. Paxton's church in Forty-second 
treet. Mr. Gould paid §1800 for his 
pew, $300 more than the next highest 
Bidder's bid. 


Mr. Gould rarely takes any notice of 


the bitter things written of him. He can 
write as well himself as anyone who has 
iver written about him. 
He said, years 


ago, that he was accused of things he 
sad never done, and abused for the 
doings of others. He tries to be on good 
erms with all the people he meets. He 
is anything but a quarrelsome man; but, 
'unfortunately." he says, "I am not 
sociable."' He is not a sport, as Keene, 
Osborne, Woerishoeffer, Bioodgood and 
dozens of other "Wall street men were. 
Ie is fonder of the library than of the 
lasino. He prefers the home to the 
dress circle. He is the most domestic 
of men. I have never heard him speak 
ill of anybody,unless that body deserved 
it: and then he said little. 
Mr. Gould 


is a mxn of action, not of words. 


Mr. Muldoon,the handsome,champipn, 


and gentlemanly wrestler, tells me that 
an infallible sign of death is a "stringy" 
neck. That is, a neck with hollows in 
it deep enough to put one's knuckles in. 
Well, Mr. Gould's neck is that kind of a 
one, I am sorry to say.

assembly hall of the Moabuttu canni- 
bals, is over fifty feet high and 150 feet 
long, and its immense roof is supported 
by five rows of posts made of trunks of 
trees.

Tribes that do not indulge in this 


atrocious practice have the greatest hor- 
ror of cannibals. Coquilhat's men at Ban- 
gala could not repress their disgust when 
they saw scores of natives walking about 
nibbling pieces of human flesh, which 
they held in banana leaves. 
Ton Fran- 


cois describes the terror of his fat servant 
when they reached the cannibal tribes of 
the Tchuapa River. 
Nothing could in- 


duce him. to leave the boat, and he was 
wisely precautions, for the natives re- 
garded him with greedy eyes, and more 
than, once begged the whites to make 
them a present of the man as a token oi 
friendship. 
Knowing the whites abhor 


the practice, the natives often deny at 
first that they eat human flesh, but when 
they can no longer conceal the fact of 
their indulgence they boldly justify it. 
The Manyema told one explorer that 
their neighbors were thieves and ought 
to be eaten. "They come here/' they 
said, ' 'and steal our bananas, and so we 
chase and kill and eat them." 
A small 


tribe near the Kassai told Kund and 
Tappenbeck that they were not friends 
of theirs, for when their friends came to 
see them, they always brought them a 
few men to eat. 
The Bangala were 


rather bright in some of the answers they 
made to Coquilhat's words of protest. 


-•This is horrible," he said to a chief, 


whom he caught at dinner. 


-•On the contrary, it is delicious with 


salt," was the reply. 


"This is a bad use to put a man to," 


Coquilhat remarked to another. 


"All your talk about man being such 


a great being," the chief answered, 
''shows that human flesh is the best; sort 
of food. It is a noble aliment, while the 
flesh of mere animals is a vile sore of 
nourishment." 


The more intelligent cannibals admit 


that when they eat men they destroy a 
source of wealth, but they say they cannot 
renounce a great pleasure to secure a 
doubtful gain. 


A distinction must be made between 


those cannibals who only occasionally 
taste flesh and those with whom it 
is an habitual food resource. 
The 


Bancrala. for instance, believe that the 
bravery and other qualities of a victim 
are imparted to those who partake of Ms 
flesh.

liis father's twenty cows, after driving 
them in from pasture. 
But he really 
; started in life as book-keeper to a black- 
t smith. 
From that he became a clerk in 
. a country store. 
Then he started out as 
. a surveyor, but his employer was a cheat, 
and left young Gould literally * «in the 
woods," where he had a *'good cry," 
•and a little prayer. 
The first money ho 
»ever earned was for making a ''noon 
mark" for a farmer, an hour after the cry 
rand prayer. 
It was just $1. 
From that 
time on, he made money almost as fast as 
he could count it, until he bought from 
' Commodore Garrison the control of the 
. Missouri Pacific, which was then 287 
inilcs long. 
He bought it ''for fun," 
he has since said. 
Those 2S7 miles have 
up to this writing developed into 10,000 
miles. 


Mr. Gould thinks that no man ought 
• to bo a failure; if any man is, he says, 
then there is something rotten behind 
him, either a post or an ancestor. 
He 
• does not think that there can ever be an 
i aristocracy of wealth in this 
country. 
He thinks more of the self-make man 
than of the ready-made one. 
He thinks 
that your employe mny be your son's 
. employer, in time. 
He believes, from 
. sun-up to sun-down, in school houses. 
Education is protection, he thinks. 
He 
is as tenacious as a blooded bull-dog. 
Everyone that has tried to injure him has 
got hurt. 
He rarely touches wine, and 
never tobacco. 
He can get along with 
as small an amount of sleep as ever could 
the one and only Napoleon. 
He is a 
"•reat reader. 
He reads all the great 
novelists and poets, but he prefers auto- 
biographies and lives of great men. 
He 
is one of the hardest 
workers in the 
-world. 
He is one of the most generous 
~ of men, too. 
The smallest boy in his of- 
fice receives $100 from him at Christmas 
time, and I have known him to give one 
. of his clerks five times that 
amount. 


One day I saw on my desk in Mr. Rus- 
. sell Sage's office a piece of brown wrap- 
ping paper on which was written: '*Ed- 
; win Gould, Merry 
Christmas, 
1887. 
From papa: 
fifteen 
bonds at $1000 
-each." 
That was something like a 
- Christmas present, now. 


Through all the years when his office 
was adjoining Mr. Sage's, not one clerk 
or boy in it ever paid 
one penny for 
lunch. 
Lunch was sent in every work- 
ing day for all hands. 
Not much for a 
rich man to do, you may say? 
Still, he 
needn't have done it. 
I remember, also, 
a fellow named Tommy Sheridan, a lit- 
. tie, red-headed, consumptive chap, who 
was dying longer than 
anyone I ever 
knew. 
Well, up to the day of his death, 
Mr. Gould paid him a fine salary, for do- 
ing absolutely nothing, and, after Tom- 
my's death, money from Mr. Gould went 
. to Tommy's family for a long lime. 


Nobody ever was loyal to Mr. Gould 
V without being amply rewarded. 
No- 
body was ever disloyal to him without 
regretting it. He is n thoroughly human 
man—capable of loving, capable of hat- 
ing. 
Mr. Gould, more than any other 
ten men, has been the builder of the 
West. 
Any man who has ever worked 
for and near Mr. Gould, will swear by, 
and fight for, him. 
I have never heard 
him use an oath, nor an ollensive expres- 
sion. 
I believe him to be as clean- 
minded as a good woman. 
Ho idolizes 
his children. 
He worshiped his -wife. 
He is more like an elder brother to his 
.-chicks than a father. 
They have every- 
' thing they want—few things they do not 
wish for. There are five of them: George, 
Edwin, Frank, Harold and Miss Helen. 
No children ever had a better mother 
^.than they had. 
Until they were old 
^ ^-enough to know right from wrong in 
print, they were not allowed to read any- 
. ..thing till Mrs. Gould had inspected it. 
Mrs. Gould was as generous as her hus- 
ihnndy too, and in the same quiet way. 
She dreaded seeing her name in the 
• piipers. 
For years Mr. Gould bns lived 
' , at the corner of Forty-seventh street and 
Fifth avenue in the winter. 
In the 
r summer he is either on His yacht, in 
Europe, or up at Irvington. 
He bought 
This place up there in 1880, for $200,000, 
Hud it is worth $1,000,000 to-day. 
It 
:iiiis twenty rooms above the basement, is 
;iUOO feet from the Hudson, has an art 
ii^allery the depth of the house, a lawn of 
*uiuety-five acres, and a road leading to 
the entrance a quarter of a mile long. 
There are sheep,cows,horse3 and blooded 
•fowl upon the estate, a hot-house, con- 
•eervatory, and an army of gardeners, 
'The conservatory is 9U0 feet long by 450 
-^vide, and Is valued at a quarter of a mil- 
lion. 


Mr. Gould rarely looks at the one he 
is listening to. 
I suppose he thinks it 
isn't worth while, after ho flashes one 
penetrating look at the average man. 
But if he talks to you ho generally keeps 
his bright brown eyes upon you, 
He is 


splendid listener, apparently. 
But 1 
iihould never advise a man to flatter him- 
.iClf that Mr. Gould's thought» uvan't 


occasionally miles away when he Is talk» 
ingwith him. 
Mr. Gould goes regularlj 
to Dr. Paxton's church in Forty-second 
street. 
Mr, Gould paid $1800 for his 
pew, $300 more thiin the next highest 
bidder's bid, 


Mr. Gould rarely takes any notice of 
the bitter things written of him. 
Ho can 
write as well himself as anyone who has 
ever written about him. 
He said, years 
ago, that ho w^as accused of things ho 
had never done, and abused for the 
doings of others. 
He tries to bo on good 
terms with all the people he meets. 
He 
is anything but a quarrelsome man; but, 
'»unfortunately," he says, " I am not 
sociable." 
He ia not a sport, as Keene, 
Osborne, WoerishoeiTer, Bloodgood and 
dozens of other Wall street men were. 
He is fonder of the library than of the 
Casino. 
He prefers the home to the 
dress circle. 
Ho is the most domestic 
of men. 
I have never heard him speak 
ill of anybody,unless that body deserved 
it; and then he said little. 
Mr. Gould 
is a man of action, not of words. 


Mr. Muldoon,the handsome,champion, 
and gentlemanly wrestler, tells mo that 
an infallible sign of death is a ''stringy" 
neck.

gers sore, and as the scalp is much more 
sensitive than the fingers, the tortures 
cnidured by those who subject their heads 
to constant irritation iu this manner cau 
be more easily iniiifiued than described. 


African explorers have found that 
probably one-third of the people of the 
Congo Basin, which is supposed to con- 
tain about 20,000,000 souls, are canni- 
bals. 
For 1300 miles up the great river, 
fromBolobo, above Stanley Pool, to a 
considerable dsstanco above Nyangwe, 
nearly all the tribes are cannibals. Some 
of the largest Congo tributaries, like the 
Mobangi and tho Aruwimi on the north, 
and the Tchuapa and Lulongo on the 
south, arc thickly peopled with them. 
They are tho dominating tribes in more 
than one-half of the Congo State, and 
some very curious discoveries have been 
made about them. 
As a rule, they do 
not eat women. 
Though some tribes, 
like tho Manyema, say the flesh of a man 
is much more savory than that of a wo- 
man, it is believed the chief reason the 
fair sex usually escape the cooking pot 
is because their 
commercial value is 
greater, and comparatively few of them 
arc killed in war. 
Cannibal tribes are 
often superior in physique, intelligence, 
and in their art« to the natives who ab- 
hor their practices. 
The largest build- 
ing yet found in equatorial Africa, the 
assembly hall of the Moubuttu canni- 
bals, is over fifty feet high and 150 feet 
long, and it« immense roof is supported 
by five rows of posts made of trunks of 
trees. The Monbuttu are the most famous 
cannibals of the Congo Basin. 
"When 
Schweinfurth visited them they fol- 
lowed the tribes around them simply as 
game, killed as many of tho enemy as 
they could, smoked the flesh and bore it 
away as provisions. 
The best native 
servants of the Congo State are the Ban- 
gala cannibals, who thickly populate the 
banks of the Congo above the Mobangi. 
Five thousand of these cannibals, many 
of whom manned the canoes which gave 
fearful battle to Stanley, and chased him 
d o w n the river, crying, ''Meat! meat!'' 
are now enrolled among the State militia, 
and are trained to service as soldiers, 
boatmen and station laborers. 


Tribes that do not indulge in this 
atrocious practice have the greatest hor- 
ror of cannibals, Coquilhat's men at Ban- 
gala could not repress their disgust when 
they saw scores of natives walking about 
nibbling pieces of human flesh, which 
they held in banana leaves. 
Von Fran- 
cois describes the terror of his fat servant 
when they reached the cannibal tribes of 
the Tchuapa River. 
Nothing could in- 
duce him to leave the boat, and he was 
wisely precautious, for the natives re- 
garded him with greedy eyes, and more 
than once begged the whites to make 
them a present of the man as a token of 
friendship. 
Knowing the whites abhor 
the practice, the natives often deny at 
first that they eat human flesh, but when 
they can no longer conceal the fact of 
their indulgence they boldly justify it. 
The Manyema told one explorer that 
their neighbors were thieves and ought 
to be eaten. 
'»They come here," they 
said, "and steal our bananas, and so we 
chase and kill and eat them." 
A small 
tribe near the Kassai told Kund and 
Tappenbeck that they were not friends 
of theirs, for when their friends came to 
see them, they alwaj's brought them a 
few men to eat. 
The Bangala were 
rather bright in some of the answers they 
made to Coquilbat's words of protest. 


^'This is horrible," he said to a chief, 
whom he caught at dinner. 


On the contrary, it is delicious with 
salt," was the reply. 


»'This is a bad use to put a man to," 
Coquilhat remarked to another. 


"All your talk about man being such 
a great being," the chief 
answered, 
"shows that human fiesh is the best sort 
of food. 
It is a noble aliment, while the 
flesh 
of mere animals is a vile sort of 


nourishment." 


The more intelligent cannibals admit 
that when they cat men they destroy a 
source of wealth, butthey say they cannot 
renounce a great pleasure to secure a

u little raw manico ho stole at night from 
the gardens. 
He was 
finally 
caught 
again, but being too emaciated for ser- 
vice, he lived on the fat of the land 
while requiring the requisite plumpness. 
Ho was finally rescued by Arabs, just 
as he was about to be sacrificed.

When wo reachcd our anchorage 
it 
was nearly dusk. 
Only one boat came 
off to us, aud tho nativo who boarded us 
acted to mo like a man bent on some 
errand of mi«chiof. 
Ho said that trade 
was dull and <Jld Lop sick of fever, but 
that he would see on the morrow what 
could be done. 
Our Captain was 
the 
only one aboard 
who could 
talk tho 
lingo, and for reasons of his own he did 
not let on that he had enconntered the 
brig or had a suspicion that 
anything 
had happened. 
As soon as night came I 
put the watch under arms, and twice 
during the night we heard sounds 
to 
prove that we were being spied upon, 
Next morning, however, things assumed 
a different look. Several boats came off, 


hours passed, and we had remarked that 
tho tide had just turned, when old Lop 
sent us a pressing Invitation, backed by 
a second message from the Captain. 
The sailor had been aloft with the glass, 
and on coming down reported that OUT 
men were aciincr as if drunk, and that 
every native appeared to be armed.

the expected climax came.

general howling and shouting, 
and 
Parker, who was again aloft, hurried 
down to report that he lud seen throe oi 
our crow clubbed to death. 
Ho had 
scarcely gained the deck when about 200 
natives made a rush for the canoes drawn 
up opposite us. While we were not more 
than 100 feet from tho shore, in water 
about three fathoms deep, 
tho natives 
had to swim or take to their 
canoes. 
There were lots of sharks in the coves, 
and so none of them ventured to plunge 
in. 


While Parker ran to slip the cable 1 
ran aft to tho wheel. 
There was a bit ol 
a breeze, and favorable at that, while 
the run of the tide alone would take us 
slowly out. 
Time was what wo wanted, 
and seeing that the canoes were ready to 
shore off I trained the gun a little lower, 
applied my lighted cigar to tho priming, 
and no one discharge fromasix-poundet 
ever had a greater effect.

It may not be generally known, says a 
writer in Stoves and llarairarc^ that there 
are only five concerns in tho 
United 
States engaged in the manufacture of 
church, school, and ch^me bells. 


Contrary to tho popular idea, the ex- 
act musical tone of a bell depends neither 
upon the metal nor upon any change in 
it after being cast. 
If the bell should 
not bo of the «xact pitch, there is no 
alternative but to melt it over and re- 
cast it until tho proper tone is secured. 
Hence, it is clear that the greatest care 
must be exerciscd, and the moat thor- 
ough skill displayed. 


Tho first operation, and the one upon 
which success depends, is tho forming 
of the mo-ulds. 
They are made accord- 
ing to plans which are first prepared to 
demonstrate the weight, thickness, and 
dimensions necessary to produce tho re- 
quired tone. 
The moulding is done en- 
tirely by hand, without tho use of pat- 
terns. 
For the inside, the shape is made 
up of loam, which is merely sand mixed 
with enough clay to make it cohesive. 
With nothing but a trowel, a paddle, 
and his hands, the operator moulds the 
loam into the 
desired shape, 
work- 
iuii from the bottom toward the apex. 
The work is necessarily slow, as great 
care must be exercised, as any variation 
from the plans would inevitably ruin the 
eilcct, and frequent measurements %re 
taken to see that there are no deviai:ions. 
The surface is now covered with black 
lead. 
This is mixed into a thick paint, 
or mortar, and applied with a 
brush. 
Each coat must be allowed to dry, and 
successive coats applied until it rea-^hes 
a thickness of about three-quarters of an 
inch, or until the desired shape is ac-

The subject of a recent lecture in New 
York city'was *'The Pacific Ocean, the 
Sandwich Islands, and Kew iiealand," 
At the close of his address the lecturer, 
Professor Bickmorc, exhibited to the 
audience a feather war-cloak, once the 
property of 
King Kauikeaouli of 
the 
Sandwich Islands 
(Kamehameha III.), 
who, in the year li-4-', presented it, to- 
gether with other valuable curiosities,to 
a United States naval o^iicer. since de- 
cea'ied,^ who was charged with a diplo- 
matic missiojQ to the Hawaiian govern- 
ment. 


The royal garment 
is 
still 
in 
the 
possesrion of the family, and is valued at 
$l,>,00t). 
It is four feet six inches long, 
semicircular 
in shape, 
and 
is 
made 
wholly of scarlet 
and yellow feathers 
cunningly woven into aline network of 
some strong material resembling coarse 
linen thread, probably a native grass or 
hemp. The yellow feathers were obtained 
from a species of bird known to naturalists 
as melithreptes Pacilica, once abundant, 
but now said to be almost extinct, under 
each 
of whose 
wings, 
according 
to 
''Appleton's Cyclopadia," was ''a small 
tuft of feathers of a golden yellow color, 
and about an inch in length." 
With 
the exception of two smaller specimens 
of this kind of feather-work, one owned 
by the Smithsonian Institution, and 
the 
other by the Boston Museum, this is the 
only .^andwich Islani feather war-cloak 
known tobe

THE FABX AND GAEDEX. 


TOES TO SET POSTS-' 


Some farmers argue that it is best to 


set posts early in the fall when the 
ground is solid. Of course a post care- 
fully set at any time will remain in its 
place, but fall is really a much worse 
time than is the spring. Digging the 
hole makes the soil loose, and if done in 
the fall it has not time to become com- 
pacted again. 
Water filters down 


through the loose soil, which will raise 
the post a little every year until it throws 
the post out altogether. 
If the soil has 


time to settle it absorbs less moisture, 
and after the first year, if the heaving 
out has not already begun, it will rarely 
begin. la the spring, posts may be 
sharpened at the end and driven down 
into the soft earth, which will close firai- 
ly around them. It is necessary to put 
them below rhe freezing line, as the 
wedge shape which facilitates driving 
down also makes it more easy for the 
frost to heave rhe post up.—American 
Cultivator.

The first step of advance is to cut and 


shock the corn, and feed this in the barn- 
yard after the ears hare been husked. 
By this system of feeding, as ordinarily 
practiced, probably forty or fifty per 
ceat. of the food value of the fodder is- 
utilized- Better than feeding husked 
fodder is to feed it unhusked in the bam 
to cows. A step in advance of this sys- 
tem is to run the corn fodder, ears and- 
all, through the feed cutter, and give the 
cows cut corn fodder. 
We hare exper- 


imented very considerably in this direc- 
tion with cows, and our results show a 
saving all the way from nine to nearly 
forty per cent, of fodder by the use ol 
the feed-cutter. 
Where we saved only 


nine per cent, the corn stalks were small 
and readily eaten by the cows without 
cutting. Where nearly forty per cent, 
was saved, the corn stalks were large and 
coarse. In the latter case the cows left

Artificial Ice for Skating Purposes. 


The Gran Plaza da Toros. in the Rue 


Pergolese at Paris, -which- & short while 
aco attaacted much attention by the bull- 
dcrhts which -were held in that place, is 
about to become a new centre of attrac- 
tion for the Parisians as a skating-rink, 
for which * surface of natural ice is pro- 
vided. The arena, stiil red with the 
blood of the bulls, has been excavated, 
aad a concrete floor is substituted for 
the saad. Ten miles of iron pipes ex- 
tend over the bottom of the basin, form- 
ing- the freezing apparatus. 
Through 


these pipes a constant current of com- 
pressed ammonia is forced by three 
steam-engines in order to freeze the water. 
The modus operand! is very simple. The 
ammonia, being compressed by powerful 
engines into a liquid -state, is driven 
through the pipes; there it expands into 
gas, and thereby freezes the water, ab- 
sorbing all the warmth that the water 
sontains. The surface of the ice if about 
2,500,000 square metres (a metre being 
three and a half feet), and its thickness 
eighteen inches.—Frank Leslies.

TIMB TO SET rOSTS, 


Some farmers argue that it is best to 
set posts early in the fall when the 
ground is solid. 
Of coui*sc a post care- 
fully set at any time will remain in its 
place, but fall is really a much worse 
time than is the spring. 
Digging the 
hole makes the soil loose, and if done in 
the fall it has not time to l)ecomo com- 
pacted 
again. 
Water 
filters 
down 
through the loose soil, which will raise 
the post a little every year until it throws 
the post out altogether. 
If the soil has 
time to settle it absorbs less moisture, 
and after the Hrst year, if the heaving 
out has not already begun, it will rarely 
begin. 
In the spring, posts may be 
sharpened at the end aud driven down 
into the soft earth, which will close firm- 
ly around them. 
It is necessary to put 
them 
below the 
freezing line, as the 
wedge 
shape which facilitates driving 
down also makes it more easy for the 
frost to heave the post up

CUIiLIXy MILOII STOCK. 


Wc all know what to do with the culls 
of vegetables, fruit or any market crops. 
Wc never put them in the cellar or barn* 
to hold over, i)ut dispose of them at once. 
Aud so in the management of our stock, 
sho)ild we hesitate in 
disposing of any 
animal that does not in some way afford 
us a profit? 
Of course we have 
more 
liking for au animal wc raise than for a 
boughton one; still kindness 
to a cow 
nit'ans a reciprocity on her part, and she 
should bo kind to us at the pail. 
If we 
mean to make a success of the dairy we 
must sacrifice our inclination somewhat. 
My experience, says a writer in the New 
England Farmer, teaches me that about 
thi 'ce out of five heifers prove first-class 
cows, and J keep the other two no longer 
than 
it takes mo to dispose of 
them. 
Looks, behavior, being of my raising, 
don't enter into the contest. Is she profit- 
able to keep? 


Then, too, another idea: If I raise four 
or five calvcs each year, I would become 
overstocked in time, so I enter the market 
as a seller, and Avhen the cow reache« the 
ago of ten or cloven years she has to walk 
the plank, for I'd rather sell a cow with 
three or four years' wear in her than keep 
till she will bring only a dozen dollars or 
so; fifty dollars at tenj'cars old is better. 


Another fine point is what limit is there 
in the feed of a cow. 
If 
you arc going 
to keep your cows till ten years old you 
don't want to wear them 
out by over- 
feeding. 
My rule is, when a cow don't 
give four quarts of milk a day she goes 
on to dry.cow feed, unless she will an- 
swer to a little extra grain

IfOliETlIOUGnT OK HOSES. 


Ko other 
plants pay better for pre- 
vious preparation of soil. If the ground 
was dug deeply and 
well enriched in 
autumn, so much the better; if not, the 
work should be done early as possible in 
spring. 
The reasons for this are: 
The 
fresh fertilizing matter becomes assimi- 
lated with 
tho soil before the roots re- 
quire its aid, and roses to succced well 
must be planted very early. 
Koses on 
their own roots arc more reliable than 
the budded plants, no matter what the 
stock on which they are worked. 
The 
latter will sucker under all circumstances, 
and 
although 
they grow stronger 
at 
first, M'ill in a few years prove less vig- 
orous 
than 
the former. 
In 
planting 
budded roses, the point of union between 
top and root must be placed an inch or 
two beneath tho surface of tho soil, when 
frequently roots will be emitted from the 
stock, thus making them comparatively 
on their own roots. 
Hoses dislike 
hot 
weather, and early planting gives them 
chance to form new roots before sum- 
mer. 


The strongest rose growth is always 
made in spring and 
autumn, proving 
conclusively 
their preference for cool, 
moist conditions 
of air and soil. 
If 
rose growers when forcing plants under 
glass would remember the fact 
they 
would secure better results. 
Roses in- 
variably show to advantage wlien massed 
in beds. Knowledge of the heights which 
the different varieties j^ttain is useful in 
arranging the plants in a bed. 
Although 
most uf the hyljrid perpetual class are 
tall growers, a few kinds never exceed 
two 
to tlireo feet in hcinfht, and the 
latter, of course, must in every Ciiso oc- 
cu])y the 
foreground. 
If 
roses 
arc 
pruned properly and regularly, all va- 
rieties will soon Ijecomc compact, well 
shaped bushes, and the ])loom will be 
increased 
in size and numbers,—J^^ew

docs not get over twenty per cent, of ths- 
value of the fodder, as a rule, I think, 
and this amount is greatly reduccd by 
keeping the cattle out in the winds and 
storms of early winter, Avherc they aro 
losing more flesh than tho fodder they 
cat will put on. 
The stalk-field is a de- 
lusion and a snare. 


The first step of advance is to cut and 
shock the corn, and feed this in the barn- 
yard after the ears have been husked. 
By this system of feeding, as ordinarily 
practiced, probably forty or fifty per 
cent, of the food value of tho fodder is- 
utilized. 
Better 
than 
feeding husked 
fodder is to feed it unhusked in the barn 
to cows. 
A step in advancc of this sys- 
tem is to run the corn fodder, ears and 
all, through the feed cutter, and give tho 
cows cut corn fodder. 
Wc have exper- 
imented very considerably in this direc- 
tion with cows, and our results show a 
saving all tho way from nine to nearly 
forty per cent, of fodder by the use ol 
the feed-cutter. 
Where wc saved only 
nine per cent, the corn stalks were small 
and readily eaten by the cows without 
cutting. 
Where nearly forty per cent. 
M'as saved, the corn stalks were large and 
coarse. 
In the latter case the cows left 
several feet of the stalks uneaten, unless 
they were cut up. 
Some farmers find 
difficulty in having their cows eat the 
coarse parts of the corn stalks, even after 
they have been cut up. 
Doubtless if tho 
corn was cut and 
shocked when the 
stalks arc over-ripe, there is little use in 
tiyiug to got cows to eat such stalks, even 
if cut with the feed cutter; but when fod- 
der has been cut aud shocked as early as 
it should be, in most cases, all, or very 
nearly 
all, 
of even the coarse stalks 
will 
be 
eaten 
if 
the 
feeding 
is properly managed. I have in mind the 
case of a dairyman who was feeding sev- 
enty milch cows in wdnterand who wrote 
mc in regard to the feed cutter. 
My ad- 
^ice was to ufee it and 
cut up all his 
stalks. 
He reported to mc later that at 
first he wa3 very much discouraged and 
disgusted, as the coarse parts of the un- 
eaten cut stalks piled up in the feeding 
mangers and became a great nuisance. 
He suspected his management was wrong 
however, and fed a smaller amount of 
the fodder to each cow. 
By starting 
with clean mangers, not over-feeding, 
and taking care to keep mangers clean at 
all times, he was enabled to make a great 
success of this s3^stem of feeding. 


Whether it will pay to use the feed 
cutter 
depends 
upon several 
circum- 
stances, 
of course, 
but in general, I 
think, where a man has ten cows or more 
there is a place for this machine. 
Those 
who buy a feed cutter should get one 
large enough to be run by horse or other 
power, as the hand cutter is but a de- 
lusion 
and 
a snare. 
Furthermore, 
a 
grcttt deal larger machine should be 
bought than seems sufficient to do the 
work, for the farmer will soon have more 
cows to feed, and more work for the ma- 
chine to do, who begins systematic feed- 
ing. 
Then, too, the machine will bo on 
hand Avhen the silo is built, 
and the 
farmer who begins to utilize corn fodder 
¡IS he should is almost certain to end with 
the silo. 


FEKDING CO«K JTODWEli.

wlilch is money, in this country, says 
Professor W. A. Henry, from the useless 
husking of corn, wizen both

our farmers havo come to learu their 
value as they ahould, there will be an im- 
mense amount of feed utilized that is 
now almost wholly wasted.

A cow, to do her best, must be just as 
contented and hap2)y as it is possible to 
make her. 


A good dairy cow is a wonderfully 
delicate and sensitive piece of animal 
machinery. 
Take care of her. 


Asking a cow to give a good flow of 
milk from dry straw as food, even with 
December pasture added, is like expect- 
ing figs from thistles. 


A farmer deeply impressed with the 
idea thithis business is the poorest in the 
world will never learn his calling, nor 
will he be likely to get much profit from 
it. 


If you invest in a pig don't hunt for 
the cheapest, scrawniest beast you can 
find, but get a good article, one that will 
be a constant delight to watch as it feeds 
and develops. 


Where tho milking is done in a feeding 
stable the drops should be cleaned and 
thoroughly dusted with plaster before 
each milking. 
Its odor-absorbing quality 
is of great use to the dajryraen. 


Corn ground cob gives satisfactory re- 
sults to many dairymen who have tried 
the plan. 
The cob, besides containing 
some nutriment, renders tho grain more, 
digiistible and easier assimilated. 


To feed too much is a waste, because 
stock do not relish eating food that they 
have picked over. 
To fed too little is a 
waste, because the gain that it is possible 
to realize both with tho stock and from 
the feed is lost.

Several months ago Rudolph Erlc.gson, 
a young Swedish chemist, of New Brit- 
ain, Conn., invented a new explosive to 
which he gave the name ''extralite." 
A 
number of experiments Avere tried witli 
the new powder in diilerent parts of the 
Nutmeg State, which showed 
that Er- 
icsson's invention is one of the most re- 
markable explosives yet compounded, as 
it cannot be exploded in the open air 
under any circumstances, and yet when 
placed within rigid enclosure, from which 
the air was excluded, its execution wad 
terrific. 


Two almost perfect spheres about four 
inches 5n diameter—one black and of 
vegetable origin and the other white and 
a mineral product—were lately exhibited 
to the 
Greneva Society of Physics and 
Natural History. 
Both were remarkable 
ns liaving been produced by a mechanical 
movement. 
The black ball was one of 
two formed by the slow rolling together 
of dust in a cavity of the oak shaft of an 
old mill wheel; and the white ball was a 
cnlcareous pebble found with many others 
in a grotto traversed by a torrent ilowing 
into the Rhone. 


It is reported that a German scientist 
has devised an 
incandescent lamp ar- 
rangement by which the interior of a 
boiler may be inspected while the same 
is under steam. 
A thick tube is inserted 
into a stufiing box,, thrpugh 
which a 
small incandescent lamp is introduced, 
which is connected with a battery. 
By 
means of a thick glass plate jilaced in 
the shell of the boiler at a convenient 
place, 
the illuminated interior of 
the 
boiler may be inspected. 
This is likely 
to be the means of providing remedies 
for many of the existing uncertainties in 
boiler manipulation.

Artlilclal Ice lor Skatinij Purposes, 


The Gran Plaza da Toros, in the Rue 
Pergolese at Paris, which- a short while 
ago attaacted much attention by thcbiill- 
dghts which were held iu that place, is 
abjut to become a new centre of attrac- 
tion for the Parisians as a skating-rink, 
for which -t surface of natural ice is pro- 
vided. 
The arena, still m l 
with 
the 
blood of the bulls, has been excavated, 
and a concrete lloor is substituted for 
the sand. 
Ten miles of iron pipes ex- 
tend over the bottom of the basin, form- 
mg the freezing apparatus. 
Through 
these pipes a constant current of com- 
pressed 
ammonia is forced by 
three 
steam-engines in order to freeze the water. 
The modus operandi is very simple. TJie 
ammonia, being compressed by powerful 
engines into a liquid ^tate, is driven 
through the pipes; there it exjjands into 
gas, and thereby freezes the water, ab- 
iorbing all the warmth that the water 
iontains. 
The surface of the ice if about 
3,500,000 square metres (a metre being 
three and a half feet), aud its fhicknearf 
eighteen inciiea.—Frank
